Hie so-called “sugar trust,” up to lesf 
than two years ago, that stockholder* 
wore accorded no information as ti 
how the com pany was being conduct 
ed. 
This was set forth by E. T. Atkins, 
vice president and acting head of th* 
corporation, at the opening hearing of 
the investigation by the septial holist 
committee. 
The condition grew so onerous, th* 
w itness said, that the New England 
stockholders com bined and obtained 
control. W hen they did so in I91*t they 
discovered to their great astonishm ent 
th a t H. O. Havem eyer, the presiding 
genius of the organization, had main 
tained his suprem acy with only 2u(H 
shares ol stock. 
T he holdings of Mr H avem eyer at 
the tim e of his death. Mr. Atkins said. 
were valued at about $200,01)0, out ot 
a total of $90,000,000 in the American 
Sugar Refining company. 
“T h at was a surprising discovery,* 
lie declared. 
“ It has been g en e rals 
supposed that Mr. Havem eyer owned 
the greater part of the stock." 


New England Owns 63 Per Cent.

although made without crucibles, and 
which is becoming a competitor of 
electro steel because, while of equal 
standard iii quality, its cost of produc­ 
tion is supposed to be only one tenth 
that of electro steel, according to Con­ 
sular Agent John B. Brewer, Wies­ 
baden, Germany. 
The company that owns the patents 
of this new process lias offices In Wies­ 
baden, Frankfort-on the-Main. and in 
London, 
and 
has 
established 
two 
plants in Sweden, one lr ^scotland and 
one In Germany for inn tinct’ hiring this 
new steel. 
The principal advantages of the pro­ 
cess are: 
(I) The construction and 
working of the furnace is simplified; 
(2) tho heat of the furnace can be con­ 
trolled more quickly and more exactly 
in the oj>en hearth than with ordinary 
firing; (3) Intermittent working is f a ­ 
cilitated. the furnace being quickly 
brought to full heat after standing 
idle; (4) the charge can be melted and 
treated more quickly than by the ordi­ 
nary method, hence the output of a 
furnace of a given size is increased 
and the cost of labor reduced; (5) the 
charge can be kept in a perfectly liquid 
state throughout, so that it is not 
necessary to use the inst of the con­ 
tents of the furnace for ingots, as is 
now usually the case. 
One of the most remarkable quali­ 
ties of this steel is that it shrinks only 
half as much as ordinary cast steel. 
Thus a product equaling crucible steel 
can be produced in the open hearth 
furnace. The plnnt that has been put 
up In Scotland at a cost of $ 150,000.
